Again, The mediator was poſſeſſed according to infinite 
Councils, in God, in all his Perſons, and according to that 
Councils he was ſet up, in all relations, that an infi- 
nite God ſaw fit to place him in. Fir/t, As in a marriage 


relation to his ſon. ſecondly, In appointing the ſeed of a wo- 
man which the Father married to his ſon, to contain and re- 
preſent all the Ele&, in the relation of head to members, 
Vine and Branch, as husband and Wife, a Father to ſpiritual 


Children. And in order to diſcharge all theſe relations, the 
heavenly Nature or likeneſs of God, is the only inftrument or 


hand, by which, through the Eternal ſpirit the Human Nas 
ture as a head diſcharges all the relations he is called to, yet 


not withſtanding this Mediator is ſo wonderfully conſtituted, 


and every way fited with ſuch wonderful ſupplies in himſelf, 
ao anſwer all the relations he ſtands in, whether to God, or 


to Principalities or Powers, Men of high degree and low 
degree, eſpecially to his Elet: Yet notwithſtanding as he 
is a created Mediator, he ſtandeth in need of the engagement 
of God, in all his Perſons, to help him to uphold, to ſtreng- 
then him, nor never t) leave him nor forſake him, till he

God with us, and is {aid to be Head of the Body the Church 
in a peculiar manner, whoſe Fullneſs as mediator fills all in all, 
for the infirite God has appointed him ſo to do, and 1s faid 
to be Head of angels and every thing becauſ? made by him 
and for him; he is ſaid to be the Captain of the Lord's Hoſt 


as that Inſtrument by which the infinite Lord manageth and 


governeth all things whatſoever :; This be is both by Nature 
and Oſſic God of all the created Gods whatſoever, lo he is 
called Lord of Hoſts and abundant more Titles of Honour and 
Dignitics is given to him as mediator; and therefore there is

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Proper worſhip to be given to him, the which you may ſee 
Bel. 4. 13. in the words, Now to God and the Lamb be 
Glory and Honour and the like; ſo that we may ſee as there 


is diſtin& Honour to an infinite God, ſo diſtin& Honour to the 


Lamb the mediator. Again, the Lamb or mediator is deſerv- 
ing of diſtin& horour by vertue of the dignity which is con- 


ferred upon him, and the wonderfulrefs of his Conſti- 


tution ; tor ſo he is called wonderful. Again he is deſerving 


worſhip as he is compared to a Temple, or to the holy place, 


where an infinite God is ſaid to commune and hold fellowſhip 
in and by him with his ele&. as john ſays truly, Our Fellow: 


ſhip is with the father and with the ſon. Again, you cannot 


give the mediator more worſhip than iz his proper due al- 
lowed of God, except it be that you reckon him nothing elſe 
but an infinite Efferce ina Trinity of Perfors, for the Union of 
natures is fo amazngly near that what is diſtinctly proper to 
an infimte God is ſaid tobe the mediator's; as you may ſee in

thing ſhort of infinite Honour and worſhip is to be given to 


God in all his perſon', and therefore the mediator as fon of 


| God is to be worſhipped with an infinite Worſhip, 


And thus I have been giving ſome few Hints concerning
